Matters of Interest Picked Up From 
Various Sources for the Benefit 
of the Sedalia Democrat 
Readers.

°f Tuesday afternoon, tells the rail­ 


roads how they may 
promote 
fair 
play sentiment in their behalf, as 
follows: 
“I see considerable in the papers of 
late regarding the plea for fair play 
by the railroads and I wonder how 
many people look at them as I do. 
“If the railroads would discontinue 
some of their niggardly rules and 
meet the people half 
way 
on 
the 
square deal between man and man, I 
believe public sentiment 
would 
he 
with them and they would at least re­ 
ceive better treatm ent at the hands 
of tho people. 
“We now have under Kansas and 
Oklahoma laws a 
2-cent 
passenger 
rate in both states but I h a \e been 
unable so far to discover a way to 
purchase a ticket from one state to 
the other without paying 3 cents per 
mile on a part of the trip. 
“In coming from Oklahoma to Kan­ 
sas a few weeks ago I purchased a 
ticket to South Coffeyville, then paid 
at the rate of 3 cents per mile into 
Coffeyville, Kas., and there, together 
with three other men, left the train 
and tried to purchase tickets to cur 
destination. 
We found the ticket of­ 
fice closed and the agent not in. and 
were compelled to board the train 
without tickets. 
The conductor col­ 
lected from us 3 cents a mile because 
we had no tickets. 
“At other points on the state line 
I have been able to save several dol­ 
lars by buying to the first town over 
the line, then buying from m ere on 
to destination. 
However, this- gave 
me the advantage over other fellow 
passengers. 
Take ladies with sev­ 
eral little folks. 
They cannot leave 
the train and are compelled to pur­ 
chase tickets from starting point to 
destination, paying, as I understand 
it, from the state line at the rate of 
3 cents per mile. 
“Another things that makes ene­ 
mies for the railroads is their meth­ 
od of settling damages to goods iii 
transit. If you receive an article that 
has been damaged your local agent 
can not make adjustment, but will be 
kind enough to accept 
your 
freight 
charges in full, and on the receipt 
mark damaged, the settlem ent for 
which you may expect 
some 
time 
from thirty days to ten years after 
death, not then, 
however, 
without 
constant effort on your part remind­ 
ing them that they owe you for said 
damages.”
